Washington, April l l — [Specially the present conditions are a menace to 
The president today sent his message 
on the Cuban question to congress. 
He also transmitted the consular re- 
ports on the condition of Cuba. 
In the message he asks congress to 
authorize him to take full and com* 
plete measures to secure the final ter­ 
mination of the war in Cubs. and to 
secure the establishment of a stable 
government, * capable cf maintaining 
order and observing its international 
obligations, and to use the military 
and naval forces of the United States 
as may be necessary for these pur­ 
poses. 
Submits I t to Congerss 
After recommending that the dis­ 
tribution of food be continued he says: 
“ The issuie is now wita congress. 
It 
is a solemn reE.pjneioility, 
I have 
exhausted every effort to relieve the 
intolerable c 3t»dition of affairs. * Pre­ 
pared to execute every obligation im­ 
posed upon me by the constitution 
and law, I await your action.” 
He acknowledges the receipt of in­ 
formation of the proclamation of a 
suspension of hostilities on the part of 
Spain and adds: 
“ If this measure at­ 
tains a successful result, then our as­ 
pirations as a christian, peace loving 
nation will be realized. 
If it fails, it 
will ba only another justification for 
our contemplated action.”

The Maine Disaster 
Affeer fully reviewing

Opposes Recognition 
The message reviews the movement 
to secure coutributions for the relief 
of the reoonoentrados, and states that 
nearly 1200,000 in money and supplies 
has reached the sufferers, and that 
more is forthcoming. By these means, 
it says, thousands of lives have been 
saved. 
The president argues against 
-the recognition of belligerency or the 
recognition of independence as reme­ 
dies to 6top Spain’s bloody work, but 
leaves the entire matter in the hands 
of congress. 
The president informs congress of 
hts negotiations with Spain in his ef­ 
forts to sconce peace in Cuba, and of 
his propositions to Spain looking to 
an armistice. 
He declares that bls 
last effort to secure immediate peace 
ended in disappointment, and that his 
labors to that end were brought to a 
dose.

to Suspend Hostilities in Cuba 
Causes an Uprising. 
Madrid, April ll.—Spain may have 
to decide very quickly between a war 
abroad and a revolution at home. 
The cabinet’s decision of Saturday to 
suspend hostilities in Cuba has borne 
fruit in scenes of turbulence which in 
dicate a perilous condition of affairs. 
The demonstrations began Sunday 
evening as the crowd was returning 
from the bull fight. A boisterous party 
recognized Gen. Castelvi, Bourbon pre­ 
tender to the throne of France, who 
was wearing a scarf of the national 
colors. The crowd immediately raised 
cries of “Viva Espana!” “Viva Cuba! 
This outburst took place in front 
of the presidency and Senor Aguilera, 
the civil governor of Madrid, rushed in­ 
to the crowd and by personal persua 
Bion succeeded in restoring a measure 
of quiet. But the incident seemed to 
, be the signal for a crystallization of 
: the discontent that has been forming 
since Saturday, and Sunday night at IO

Washington, April ll.—The Spanish 
government, through its minister

Washington, Senor Polo de Bernabe 
last night delivered an important offi­ 
cial document to the state department, 
stating that the armistice which th* 
queen regent of Spain bad commanded 
General Blanco to proclaim was with­ 
out conditions; that her majesty’s gov­ 
ernment had granted liberal institu 
tions to the Island of Cuba, which the 
coming Cuban parliament would de­ 
velop; recalling the condolence 
and 
sympathy expressed by the queen re­ 
gent and her government on the dis­ 
aster of the Maine and the horror this 
disaster had occasioned 
in 
Spanish 
hearts, and appealing *to the courtesy 
and sense 
of 
justice of the United 
States government to enlighten public 
opinion upon the attitude of Spain. 
The note also repeats the offer of the 
Spanish government to 
submit 
the 
Maine question to experts designated 
by the maritime powers of the world. 
This document was the official noti­ 
fication of the Spanish government to 
the United States of the granting oi 
an armistice and its essential terms 
Minister 
Woodford’s 
dispatch 
last 
night had briefly stated the fact that 
an armistice had been agreed upon 
but it was not communicated as coming 
from the Spanish government. 
This communication has cleared uj 
misapprehension 
on 
the most vital 
point of Spain’s concession, 
namely 
that the armistice was without condi­ 
tions. 
The note was received by the state 
department 
after 
the 
first cabinet 
meeting, and was one of the main sub­ 
jects of consideration at the second 
cabinet meeting held tonight. 
Although the Spanish note was sur­ 
rounded with the usual secrecy of offi­ 
cial negotiations, the following sum­ 
mary of its contents was secured: 
The Spanish minister in Washing­ 
ton deeply impressed by the numerous 
errors which seem to have obtained 
credit in public opinion in America in 
regard to the Cuban question, consid 
ered it his duty to call again the at 
tention of the secretary of state of the 
United States to the following points: 
“I. Her majesty the queen regent of 
Spain, desirous of ending the troubles 
which are desolating Cuba, has com 
manded a suspension of hostilities. 
General Blanco has been ordered to 
proclaim an armistice without condi­ 
tions. He will determine later the du 
ration and details of this armistice, so 
as to carry out the generous intentions 
of her majesty and the wishes of the 
friends of peace. 
“2. Her majesty’s government has 
granted to the island of Cuba institu­ 
tions as liberal as those enjoyed by 
Canada under the British flag. 
The 
Cuban chambers will meet on the 4th 
of next May. It will be their duty and 
privilege to put into practice and de­ 
velop these institutions. 
In addition 
to this Cuba is represented in the par­ 
liament at Madrid. 
“3. Public opinion in this country 
appears to ignore the fact that the loss 
of the Maine was immediately follow­ 
ed by official and reiterated expres-1 
sions of condolence from her majesty 
the queen, from her government, from 
her charge d’affaires in Washington, 
and from the authorities in Havana, all 
of which tended to affirm the horror 
wjiich this disaster had caused to arise 
in Spanish hearts, as also the sympathy 
felt for the United States government 
and navy and for the American nation. 
The Spanish minister feels confident 
he can count upon the courtesy and 
sense of justice of the United States 
government to enlighten public opinion 
upon this subject.

quick farewell had; hurried out of the 
sight of eye and the touch of hand 
how suoh a father m ight w& l and lis 
ten to tb s profound argum ents of the 
philosopher and express all the anxiety 
of his great love into the question, can 
he prove it, can 
the great thinker 
abow us th at we are immortal? 
Or 
how the husband from whose side tte 
womanly presence had departed, sit­ 
ting like Poe in th a t shadow out 
of

Probable Line of Action in Behalf of 
Caba In House and Senate. 
Washington, 
April 
ll.—After the 
president’s message has been read i t 
will probably be referred to the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations without de­ 
bate. Such is the programme, to which 
both sides have practically assented, 
with the tacit understanding that that 
committeee will report on Tuesday the 
resolutions upon which the house will 
be expected to act. 
It seems about certain now that there 
will be a conflict both in the commit­ 
tee and in the house as to the nature 
of the resolutions upon 
which 
the 
house will be called upon to act. 
In­ 
dividual views vary greatly, from those 
who desire a direct declaration of war, 
based on the theory that the blowing 
up of the Maine was a hostile act, to a 
few who are opposed to any action 
whatever. 
But the real contest, 
of 
course, will be between those who de­ 
sire to follow what is now generally 
accepted as 
the president’s recom­ 
mendation—armed 
intervention—and 
those who desire the recognition of 
the Cuban republic. 
The democrats 
both of the committee and the house 
have taken an unequivocal position in 
favor of the recognition of indepen­ 
dence, although there is a difference of 
opinion as to whether 
intervention 
should follow. 
No definite arrangements have yet 
been made as to the debate, but there 
seems to be no demand for prolonged 
time. 
Mr. 
Bailey of the 
minority 
thinks two days ought to suffice, and 
some of the republicans think our ac­ 
tion would be strengthened if there 
were no debate at all. 
Two days 
seems to be the general opinion as 
to the length of the debate.

BUILDINGS

A n incendiary fire burned for three 
hours on South River street last night.

The Wilcox building was all ablaze 
when John Birmingham discover3d the 
fire at 10:40 
o’clock. 
Birmingham 
ran to the Weft side station, and 
turned in an alarm. 
The department 
found a hot fire in progress when they 
arrived. 
Of In cen d iary Origin. 
The blaze started in the rear cf the 
upper story cf the Wilcox building ad­ 
joining 
the 
Kentucky 
saloon. 
A 
quantity cf excelsior was stored i the 
building although the front portion ol 
the store was vacant. 
The firemen at 
once 
characterized 
the 
bhu.e as 
incendiary, and as it had a good start 
tueir first effort was to “ cool it” and, 
prevent the ignit on of surrounding 
property. 
Chief Bpeneer gave orders 
to attack it from all aides, and soon 
six powerful streams were pourirg it 
to the flames. 
The water company 
gave splendid pressure and the streams 
rippled the flaming boards from their 
fastenirg with esse. 
Fire pressure 
waB not called for, yet the building 
was fairly flooded. 
An attempt was at once made to 
save such contents if possible. 
Goods 
were hustled out ot the Kentucky 
saloon, and the buggies were run out 
of Wright's shop. 
T hat anything remains of the build­ 
ing seems almost a miracle, yet the 
fire was held on the upper floor, and 
the lower floor was only damaged by 
w ater 
The fire department is there­ 
fore entitled to much praise. 
Struck by a Cornice 
W. E. Everson and F. C. Hazelton, 
of the fire police, had a close call for 
serious injury. 
They were running 
along the sidewalk in front of the 
saloon, 
when 
the 
heavy 
wooden 
cornice, wrapped in flames, fell with 
a crash. Evenson and Haselton did not 
hear the warning calls in time, and 
were buried in the debris. 
Evenson 
happened to be partly under a ladder, 
which broke the force of the fall, but 
Haselton got the full force of the 
blow, 
He was knocked down, and 
lost in a cloud of smoke and steam. 
He 8erambled to his 
feet uninjured, 
however. 
Evenson 
also 
escaped 
injury. 
When the front cf the saloon build­ 
ing burned free a hook was attached 
tc the front and it was pulled down. 
The fire could then be reached, and it 
wasquicklv squelched.
